Travis M. Kerr’s Round Table last week 
set a Keeneland track record of 1:4775 for 
lig miles in winning the Blue Grass 
Stakes from One-Eyed King.

Higher Learning 


A gentleman telephoned a few days ago 
to inquire. on behalf of a friend, he said, 
about a school for owners. The only 
institution of this sort we could think of 
was the School of Hard Knocks, which has 
a well established branch in racing, with 
many distinguished students and alumni. 
There were a few books; Preston Burch 
was good, and the Mack Miller series just 
starting in The Blood-Horse ought to pro- 
vide some of the elementary education an 
owner needed. After this hemming we 
hawed: 


“If you cared to organize a Thorough- 
bred Club in your city. it probably would 
prove very helpful in the education of own- 
ers as well as non-owners of horses. You 
could set up programs designed to give 
the members the most reliable information 
possible, and you might even be able to 
organize seminars to study certain aspects 
of racing. . . . It’s going to be hard to 
find a school for owners unless you organ- 
ize it yourself, sir.” 

The Grayson Foundation and the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred Breeders Association, in 
co-operation with the University of Ken- 
tucky, for several years had a cram-course 
for breeders. But for owners there was 
only the U. of H. K. A few who had made 
big music in racing had educated them- 
selves in advance, but most of the hot ones 
played by ear and happened to hit the 
groove. 


Precautions 


A communication from the front office 
at Garden State Park tells us that more 
than 100 race horses already have been 
inoculated against equine sleeping sick- 
ness, and “it is the hope to have all horses 
racing in New Jersey inoculated by July 
first, or before the germ-carrying mos- 
quitoes become prevalent.” 


The precautionary program in New 
Jersey is being conducted co-operatively by 
Garden State, Monmouth Park, and 
Atlantic City. The tracks are providing 
free vaccine. and the track veterinarians 
are donating their services. 

All a trainer or owner must do in order 
to take advantage of the program is 
register his horses with the veterinarians. 
At Garden State the veterinarians are 
William S. Miller and Elwood G. Fooder. 

Said the correspondence from Garden 
State: “The encephalomyelitis vaccine is 
given intradermally, thus reducing the 
period of soreness. The vaccine is in- 
jected under the skin on the left side of 
the horse’s neck. To date, the reactions 
have been most favorable, and no horse has 
been kept out of training as a result.” 


Job on Hand 


The Blood-Horse is well into its annual 
production of Thoroughbred Sires and 
Dams, which, barring unforseen delays, 
should be completed about July 1. A 
total of 15.467 broodmares will be repre- 
sented, more than twice the number which 
were in the first annual edition of 1940. 
The book this year will have more than 
1.100 pages of records. 


Fees Income When Received 


The usual practice of stallion owners 
and managers is to report stallion fees as 
income in the year received and to deduct 
the refunds from the income of the follow- 
ing year. A few have made their tax 
returns on the assumption that the fees 
became income only when the contract 
had run its full course, that is, when the 
appearance of a live foal had made it 
unnecessary to refund the payment. 

A recent Tax Court decision established 
that the completed-contract rule does not 
apply to horse breeding. and that fees 
are income in the year they are received. 
The test case concerned the estate of B. 
F. Whitaker, whose returns had reported 
fees for Requested as income in the year 
in which the foals were born. According 
to the Lawyer's Weekly Report: 

“The Court upheld the Commissioner’s 
contention that the breeder’s method did 
not clearly reflect his income. The Court 
said that the Regulations dealing with 
long-term contracts were limited to build- 
ing, installation, or construction contracts. 
The breeder’s contract was not of such 
nature and his income therefrom was, 
therefore, not reportable on a “completed 
contract’ basis. In addition, the Court 
reasoned that once the service of the 
stallion had been performed. the breeder’s 
contract was completed. The condition 
that the foal be born alive was a con- 
tingency which is insufficient to defer 
the reporting of income, whether the breed- 
er is on a cash or accrual basis.”

January 9 was the last day of trainer 
Mack Miller’s 6-week vacation; the next 
day he was back at Keeneland. It would 
be 1014 months before another day off, 
and he now looked forward to hard work, 
problems, possible successes, and certain 
disappointments. 

The 1956 season had been good to him 
—his horses had won 5 stakes events 
with a total net value of $161,335—and, 
when he let himself, he could imagine an 
even better campaign in 1957. 

The horses were 4 months away from 
hard racing, however, and in the mean- 
time there was the business at hand, 
which was making the Keeneland barn 
ready for 24 horses. 

“Setting up” is a time-consuming and 
expensive job. The track furnishes—for 
$8 a month per stall—a barn with 8 tack 
rooms and running water and the owner 
and/or trainer must provide everything 
else. The amount of money spent each 
season for stable supplies, equipment, 
and repairs is sizable, and from the 
beginning the work of finding top-quality 
materials for the best price available 
occupied a good part of Miller’s working 
day. 


Most of the prices quoted in the 
following paragraphs are those of a Lex- 
ington turf-supply house; there are varia- 
tions, depending upon the location of the 


supplier, the quality, and the number of 
items purchased. 


Since the weather at Keeneland can 
be bitter during the months of January, 
February, and March, Miller’s first job 
was to install plastic screens ($190) 
along the windward side of the barn. 
Screw eyes were put on the door of each 
stall so that a screen ($25) and a web 
guard ($8.50) could be hung; hooks were 
placed in each stail for a feed tub ($5), 
a water bucket ($2.75) and a chain hay 
rack ($6.50). Wall boxes ($25 each) 
were hung for the storage of each 
groom’s equipment. In one tack room a 
medicine cabinet and 2 wall storage 
cabinets were installed; a large chest 
($50) was put in another room for rain- 
wear, shanks, blinkers, and other equip- 
ment. Four saddle racks ($2.75 each) 
and 2 bridle racks ($7.50 each) were 
placed on the walls. Beds were moved 
into a third room, where 2 grooms would 
s'eep, and additional beds and mattresses 
were stored in another room, along with 
oats and corn. At the other end of the 
barn a large drum to be used for cooking 
mash was set up. 

First requirement of any racing 
stable is exercise saddles ($125 each). 
Miller has 7, and when a replacement is 
needed he does not try to cut cost. 

“With saddles—and most other equip-

exercise boys. I soon decided it would be 
better to borrow the money and get the 
best of everything. You might not make 
it going first-class. but you'll never make 
it cutting corners.” 

He pointed out that quality was particul- 
arly important in saddles. because the 
cheaper ones may not have enough padding 
and may cause back injuries among young 
horses. 

Miller checked off 3 saddle horses ($8 
each), 7 bridles ($20 each). 6 ring bits 
($7.50 each). 6 Dee bits ($9 each) ), 2 
overcheck bits ($7.50 each). 2 steamer 
trunks ($25 each). soap powder, dis- 
infectant, lime. castile soap. 12  girths 
($12.50 each). 4 cradles ($11 each). 4 
twitches ($4.50 each). 8 breezers (light 
blankets at $18 each), 8 coolers (heavy 
blankets at $22 each). 2 rain sheets ($9.25 
each). 3 duck night blankets ($9 each). 

Each groom had to have 5 rub rags 
($1.50 each). 3 saddle towels, 3 sets of 
running bandages ($4.40 a set). 5 sets of 
standing bandages (about $1.80 a set). 1 
body sponge. 1 tack sponge. 1 mane comb, 
2 shanks ($6 each), 1 set of cross ties 
($2). 2 wash buckets ($2 each). 1 tack 
bucket. 1 mud bucket. 1 foot stool ($6). 1 
wall box. 1 foot pick, 1 pitchfork ($3.10). 
1 manure basket ($5.25), 1 rake, 1 broom. 
3 brushes ($1.50 each). 1 tar bucket (for 
foot dressing) and brush. If a groom 
slept in the barn, he also had to have 
pillows. sheets. blankets, and pillow cases. 

With a stable of 24 horses there were 8 
grooms. so the numbers given had to be 
multiplied by 8 for Miller's needs. Some 
of these items would last for several 
years: many would be replaced annually. 
including brushes. brooms. rakes, and bed- 
ding. Sponges have a short life: they 
cost Miller $90 last year. 

In addition, a racing stable must carry 
a large number of veterinary products, in- 
cluding ointments and liquids for use as 
wound dressings. kidney medicine. colic 
medicine, alcohol, body braces. ankle 
paint. worming medicine, mineral oil. ete. 

These lists -did not account for all of 
the needs of Miller's stable of course. 
They do suggest why many public trainers 
now charge $14 a day or more per horse. 


Feed and Labor 


Feed is another big expense of stable 
operation—second only to labor with most 
stables—and again Miller spoke out 
against false economy. “I think good feed 
is one of the most important things around 
a race track,” he said, “and I also like 
to give horses as much as they'll eat. 
Occasionally you find a glutton which you 
have to cut back, but I'd rather have a 
whole stable like that than have a poor 
doer.” 
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Miller buys the heaviest oats he can— 
46 to 48 pounds to the bushel. paying 
about $1.63 a bushel in Kentucky and 
$1.83 in New York. Good mixed hay 
costs between $46 and $48 in Kentucky. 
$75 in New York. Straw costs $64 a ton 
in New York; in Kentucky it can be 
obtained for $34 a ton. A stable of 25 
horses can go through a ton of straw in 
about 2 days. 

Biggest expense—and biggest problem 
—is help. About 10 days before Miller 
took over his stable this year he hired a 


new foreman, Al Morgan, and turned over 
to him the job of hiring grooms and 
exercise boys. 

“A good foreman is absolute 
necessity.” Miller said. “and he is geiting 
more important all the time. The biggest 
problem on the race track is help. There 
are almost no men available that a trainer 
can turn over a job to and expect that it 
will get done without supervision. A fore. 
man will help with the supervision: the 
trainer still has to do a lot of checking

THE WEEK’S RACING 


FLORIDA 
No Calumets Allowed 


Miami. The day after Gulfstream Park 
ended its 43-day meeting racing director 
Horace Wade sat in his office and stared 
at the figures. They showed 4.67 per 
cent drop in mutuel play and a 1.67 per 
cent drop in attendance, compared with 
the 1956 meeting. While Hialeah and 
Tropical Parks had suffered a greater 
percentage drop in attendance, the 
decrease in mutuel play had been only 
1.33 for Hialeah and 1.03 for Tropical. 

Wade shook his head. “You know. we 
came into this meeting with tremendous 
confidence. We felt certain we would be 
the only track to show an increase... . 
We end up with this biggest drop of the 3. 

“T guess the reasons are obvious. The 
horrible traffic jams on opening day kept 
a lot of people from staying for the whole 
program. . . . There was a strong drop 
in the handle for the ninth race. especially. 
I know some people who wouldn’t come 
out at all after getting trapped in traffic 
for an hour or so the first day. 

“And rain—we must have had rain 
nearly half the meeting (21 of 43 days). 

“The preponderance of top horses hurt 
us, too. There weren’t enough “in between” 
horses. We had small fields in most of our 
stakes, and Calumet and Bold Ruler kept 
the California and New Orleans horses 
from coming in. 

“We were just like a man betting; we 
thought we had the system this year. We 
were wrong. We found we couldn’t keep 
the good ones here, even with a $50,000 
stakes. We only had 500 horses on the 
grounds the last week. It was discourag- 
ing, but we have to keep experimenting. 
We ran into some things this year that 
were unparalleled. Next year we'll be 
ready for them.” 


They’re Welcome to Run, But... 
Wade had indicated several weeks ago 
that Calumet Farm would not be given 
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stall space at Gulfstream next year. and 
president James Donn was emphatic when 
he got around to making it official. 

“We're not going to play wet nurse for 
Calumet’s yearlings any more.” Donn said. 
“We can’t afford to cater to any one 
stable. Other horsemen will wonder 
whether rules apply to everybody or 
whether we have special rules for the big 
boys ... if Calumet is a law unto itself. 

“When Calumet signed for stalls they 
agreed to remain for the entire meeting. 
We only have 20 barns and Calumet took 
up an entire one. They had 30 juveniles 
here that never ran. They ran only 11 
horses at the entire meeting. We owe it 
to the horsemen that stick it out for the 
entire meeting to bar Calumet from getting 
stalls here.” 


(In the first paragraph of Gulfstream’s 
notification of stall allotment. there 
appears a sentence, in bold-face type: “It 
is understood that acceptance of these 
stalls is your guarantee to stay throughout 
the entire season. Stalls can not be assign- 
ed except under these conditions.” Calumet 
had shipped out April 1.) 

“Calumet clogged the starting gate in 
the mornings. schooling their 2-year-olds.” 
Donn continued. “and they caused a great 
deal of inconvenience to other horsemen. 
This will not be repeated. Hialeah and 
Tropical can have Calumet next year.” 
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Calumet did not stick around long 
enough to suit Donn and Wade. but they 
did remain long enough to win 5 stakes— 
including the $100.000-added Gulfstream 
Handicap and Florida Derby. plus the 
Fountain of Youth Stakes and the Apple- 
ton and Armed Handicaps. 

“We're not upset about Calumet’s 
success,” said Wade. “More power to 
them. Of course, they’re weleome to run 
their horses here next year. The only 
thing we’re stopping is the allocation of 
stalls.” 

Wade said that 2-year-old- (yearlings 
of 1957) would be stabled only on a 3:1 
ratio, i. e.. 1 juvenile to 3 older horses. 
This rule has been in effect for several 
years but never has been enforced. 


Overnights Preferred 


_ Wade also is toying with the idea of 
eliminating all but 3 of the major stakes 
—the Dinner Stakes for 2-year-olds, the 
Derby. and Gulfstream Handicap. All 
other features would be maintained as 
overnight events, carrying approximately 
the same value as in the past. Two of 
these races, the Armed and the Hutcheson, 
would be increased from $10.000 to $15,- 
000. Two 2-year-old stakes. the Singing 
Tower and Juvenile. would be replaced by 
$10.000 overnights with a “winners pre- 
ferred” clause. 

The Southern Cross, the $50,000 race 
that failed to attract a single “big” horse, 
would be cut to $25,000. The economies 
thus effected could be utilized to make 
overnight races more valuable. 

This year’s Southern Cross. switched to 
an overnight handicap by Wade shortly 
before the race, returned $30,000 to the 
winner. The wagering on that race was 
not much less than the amount wagered 
on the Florida Derby 3 weeks earlier. 

“This emphasis on overnights is an 
experiment that should be watched by 
tracks all over the country.” Wade said. 
“Certainly most horsemen should like it. 
Many of them find their bank balances 
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Calumet 


Calumet Farm representatives this 
week had 3 answers for Gulfstream 
Park’s President James Donn: (1) 
Calumet did not agree to stay through 
the meeting: (2) Calumet had 14 2- 
year-olds at the track, not 30; and (3) 
Florida race tracks should provide more 
training facilities. 

Ben Jones, manager of the Calumet 
racing stable, and H. A. (Jimmy) 
Jones. the trainer, issued the following 
statement: 


“We followed the same schedule the 
winter before last and nothing was said. 
When we came back to Gulfstream 
Park this winter, we made no agree- 
ment to remain through the meeting, 
and would not have stabled there under 
those circumstances. We have always 
taken our horses to Keeneland in the 
spring to get them ready for the 3-year- 
old classics. 

“We had 14 yearlings at Gulfstream 
this winter, not 30. When Hialeah’s 
meeting was over, we shipped the young 
horses back to Hialeah and brought the 
older horses, including Gen. Duke, Iron 
Liege. Barbizon, Amoret. Fabius, and 
Bardstown to Gulfstream for their meet- 
ing. at which they all raced hard, start- 
ing 29 times. 

“The race tracks have an obligation 
toward young horses, too. . . . Calumet 
Farm has to bear the expense of educat- 
ing and training them, and the least 
that the associations can do is to pro- 
vide them with a track to train over. 
Certainly the race tracks get the benefit 
of this training all through their mature 
life. 

“Concerning the remark that Calu- 
met cluttered the Gulfstream starting 
gate in the mornings, it might be noted 
that our largest set consisted of only 5 
horses. and it is our opinion that this 
schooling is expressly provided for the 
education of young as well as old 
horses. It might be added that this 
schooling must be completed to the 
starters entire satisfaction before these 
young horses are permitted to race.” 


Paul Ebelhardt, manager of Calumet 
Farm at Lexington, said Gulfstream’s 
reluctance to accept 2-year-olds would 
have a greater effect on market breed- 
ers than on farms such as Calumet. 
“This type of ruling will hit particular- 
ly hard at the new owners.” Ebelhardt 
said. “I attended the Breeders’ Sales 
Company's annual meeting last week, 
and I was startled that no consignor

mentioned the Gulfstream statement. 
The lack of stall space and training 
facilities for young horses is the 
greatest barrier to new people getting 
into racing. I know that several of the 
Keeneland buyers I have represented 
have told me that they would like to buy 
5 or 6 horses, but they only can get 


stalls for 2 or 3. 


“They have a problem with stalls in 
Florida in the winter, but the answer is 
not to throw out the young horses. 
The answer is to provide training facili- 
ties. Hialeah and Gulfstream could 
join together to build a training track. 
possibly 7 furlongs, not less than 125 
feet wide. It would not have to be 
immediately adjacent to either track. 
There are plenty of sites available with- 
in a few miles. In that way the trainer 
could follow the progress of his young 
horses. And the cost to the tracks 
would not be excessive. Such a pro- 
ject could be classified as an agricul- 
tural enterprise. and I assume the 
»peration and maintenance of such a 
schooling area could be charged off. 
If it was a matter of expense, I believe 
horsemen would consider paying a stall 
rent of $4 per horse per month, at 
least until the initial cost was paid off. 
The barns would not have to be finished 
as well as at racing centers, especially 
in Florida. where cold weather is no 
concern. 


“T don’t think that some people real- 
ize how important it is to a young 
horse’s development to have him with 
the racing stable instead of at the farm. 
The young horse must begin to develop 
and to become accustomed to racing 
early if he is to be a top horse later. 
The group of yearlings we sent to 
winter tracks—and we do not send 
more than one-third of our crop—in- 
cludes the ones we expect to develop in- 
to top horses. This is the way Ben 
Jones wants it. and many other trainers 
feel the same way. These young horses 
become the entries for feature races 
at these same tracks the following year. 


“Gulfstream is very eager to get good 
older horses, but they say that they are 
not interested in the young horses. To 
me, that is like ruling to close the 
elementary schools and to expect 
parents to teach children at home and 
send them directly to college. You 
don’t get good citizens without a good 
early education, and you don’t get geod 
horses without a good early education.” 
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hard hit by maintaining stakes fees from 
year to year.” 

Gulfstream also plans to reduce the 
nominating fee for both $100,000 stakes, 
In the future $100 will make a_ horse 
eligible for either race, rather than $200, 
as in the past. The fee to pass the box 
and to start will be reduced from $1.000 
to $500 in each case. 

“Beyond these shifts in racing plans, 
Gulfstream is not contemplating any other 
material changes.” Wade said. “President 
Donn feels the facilities are adequate for 
the anticipated crowds. He is temporarily 
shelving blueprints which called for en- 
larging the grandstand and club house. 
This was due to the slight drop in attend- 
ance (1.7 per cent). 

“Donn does expect to continue improve- 
ments in the stable area—fixing up tack 
rooms, painting barns, a new track kitchen, 
and generally making conditions better for 
the people on the back stretch.” 


Hog-Calling 


On the same day that Donn made 8.- 
column headlines on the Miami sports 
pages, he rated front-page coverage on 
another story. According to the news- 
paper reports, Donn “routed” out of his 
office a lawyer named George Morton 
Levy, who had tried to enlist Donn’s aid 
in support of a harness-racing bill in the 
Florida legislature. 

Donn admitted that he had indeed sent 
Levy on his way. 

“Levy tried to make a big shot in 
Florida racing the minute he came in to 
see me,” Donn said. 

“Before long the conversation got around 
to the harness track in Pompano, and he 
tells me I ought to help it along. I told 
him I thought there was enough pari- 
mutuel betting in Florida and as far as I 
was concerned they could reduce the racing 
days from 40 to 30 and I'd be satisfied. 

“Then Levy says, ‘Don’t be a hog,’ and 
then tells me I had made an agreement to 
run sulky races at Gulfstream a few years 
ago. I got up and told him that was a 

lie, and that the meeting was over. 
I told him if he ever came back I wouldn't 
just tell him to get out. I'd throw him 
out!” 

There is a harness training track at 
Pompano now, and Frederick Van Lennep 
is listed as head of a syndicate which 
wants to erect a $4,000,000 trotting plant 
there. Van Lennep accompanied Levy to 
the meeting with Donn, but Jimmy had no 
arguments with him. “Van Lennep seemed 
a nice young fellow,” Donn said. “He 
just sat there and didn’t say much.” 

Levy’s rebuttal, given by phone from his 
Westbury, L. I., home: “I have absolutely 
no financial interest in the trotting track 
at Pompano. . . . I acted merely out of 
friendship with Van Lennep. I merely 
felt Florida should benefit from the pari- 
mutuel handle of a new enterprise. I 
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I've called him

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OREGON 
Dog Days 


One of the late William P. Kyne’s many 
promotions was Portland Meadows. Ore- 
gon’s only one-mile race track. Kyne pro- 
vided most of the money to build the 
track in 1946, and he remained its princi- 
pal stockholder until his death this spring. 
A few weeks later his widow sold her 
interests to David Funk, who operates a 
dog track in Phoenix. Ariz. 

Funk appointed Jack and Bob Randall. 
of Vancouver, B. C., who formerly had 
been associated with their father in the 
operation of several tracks in Vancouver, 
as track managers. Late in March the 
Randalls applied for 1957 dates. The 
Oregon State Racing Commission was 
ready to give its approval when Murray 
Kemp, president and general manager of 
the Multnomah Kennel Club. Portland’s 
big dog track. screamed that he was the 
victim of a “terrible scheme.” 

At a meeting of the commission on 
April 9 Kemp accused Funk of trying to 
woo stockholders to himself for control of 
Multnomah. He had failed. Kemp said, 
but he had obtained some shares. Kemp 
was worried that Funk now would refuse 
to lease Portland Meadows for the Mult- 
nomah meeting. Kemp was building a new 
track, but it might not be ready this year. 
The commission ordered the Randalls to 
furnish a complete list of stockholders 
within one week. 


The commission met again on April 18, 
and Funk admitted he owned controling 
interest in Portland Meadows. He said 
that the Randalls would run the meeting; 
he had no dog-racing interests in Oregon 
and did not intend to get any. The 
commission then gave Portland Meadows a 
50-day meeting. opening May 17 and 
closing July 13. 

At the meeting the Randalls revealed 
several operational changes they planned 
at Portland Meadows. Most of them met 
with a cool reception from the commission. 


The Randalls said they would abolish 
night racing. There would be twilight 
racing, beginning at 4 p. m. Quinella 
wagering. which has accounted for more 
than 55 per cent of the track’s mutuel 
handle. would be restricted to the last 
race of the day instead of being offered on 
each race. 

Ted Bruno. commission chairman, told 
the Randalls that the commission was will- 
ing to give the new proposals a chance, 
but he said he had received several pro- 
tests. 

Jerome Margulis, Oregon owner and 
breeder and a Portland Meadows stock- 
holder, called the switch to twilight racing 
“an error in judgment,” and he predicted 
the absence of the quinella would result 
in a “terrific decrease” in mutuel handle.

Auctions During the Races 


The Keeneland fall yearling sales and 
race meeting will be held concurrently this 
year. it was announced on April 26 at the 
annual meeting of the Breeders’ Sales 
Company. Tentatively, the sales will open 
with afternoon and night sessions on Mon- 
day. October 7, and night sessions later, 
but the schedule remains to be fixed. The 
races begin en October 8. 

L. L. Haggin II, president of the Keene- 
land Association, told members of the 
Breeders’ Sales Company that 4 28-stall 
barns would be built at Keeneland this 
summer to allow additional stabling for 
yearlings. The new barns will be adjacent 
to the 4 barns directly behind the sales 
pavilion. The road from the kitchen to the 
main gate will be rerouted. 

Several consignors objected to the new 
plan because of lack of accommodations in 
Lexington during the races. Hal Price 
Headley, who in previous years has been 
active in the management of both Keene- 
land and the sales company, said, “I don’t 
think that’s much of a problem. Lexing- 
ton’s growing. Pick up the paper nearly 
every day and read about a new motel 
going up. The town will get more ac- 
commodations if they are needed.” 

William S. Evans. general manager of 
Breeders’ Sales, said the company was not 
committed to a permanent policy of sell- 
ing during the races. “We intend to try 
it.” he said, “but will change if we find 
it is proved the wrong time.” 

Evans also said the company was con- 
sidering the sponsorship of a horses-in- 
training sale at Keeneland after the spring 
meeting. Several consignors endorsed it. 

The financial report for the fiscal year 
just concluded was given by Evans. The 
company sold 1,385 horses for $6.618.750; 
it was the third-best year in the company’s 
13-year history. Selling expense to con- 
signors was 4.44 per cent, as compared 
with the previous year’s 4.50 per cent. 

Officers of the company were re-elected: 
Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, president; A. B. 
Hancock Jr.. vice president; and Leslie 
Combs II. secretary-treasurer. The terms 
of 4 directors had expired, and all were 
re-elected without opposition—Mrs. F. 
Warrington Gillet, Charles A. Asbury, 
Howard Reineman, and Combs.

The Derby Trial Stakes wasn’t much of a race 
except for Federal Hill, which led nearly all the 
way and won easily, but the event had consequences 
which put an entirely new light on the Kentucky 
Derby. Gen. Duke, second to the winner, was 
lame in his left fore foot the following morning, 
and Calumet Farm trainer H. A. (Jimmy) Jones 
felt that the colt might not be able to compete 
in Saturday’s Derby. 

Federal Hill, one of the best milers in competi- 
tion, had control of the Trial from start to finish. 
He breke on top, put away Man Up Stairs in the 
the first furlong, came off the last turn with a 3- 
length margin, and won without punishment in 
time that was 1% seconds slower than Hasty 
Road’s track record, set in the 1954 Trial. Gen. 
Duke, top half of the Calumet entry, favored at 2 
to 5, trailed for the first half-mile, made his play 
at the top of the stretch, and was hand-ridden to 
second place, gaining 2 lengths through the last 
quarter. Iron Liege was close to the pace for the 
first quarter-mile. drifted out a bit on the turn, 
and lest ground through the stretch. 

The winner worked out the Derby distance in 
2:04% and returned to the winner's circle 
good condition; but trainer Milton Réeser said he 
still doubted Federal Hill's ability to go the same 
distance under strain. Federal Hill’s one previous 
stakes victory this year was the 9-furlong Louisiana 
Derby (The Blood-Horse of March 16, page 709).

One of the least profitable dispersal sales held 
by Col. Phil T. Chinn was on April 24, 1942. The 
market was moving out of a depression into the 
uncertainty of war, and Col. Chinn sold the stallion 
Zacawe'sta, 40 mares, and 47 yearlings for an aver- 
age of $479. The highest price paid for a yearling 
was the $1.300 that T. D. Grimes paid for a colt 
by Zacaweista out of the Tijuana Futurity winner 
Spooky. by Pillory. The colt was Autocrat, which 
won 16 races and earned $265,002, most of it for 
A. A. Baroni, who provided for the horse in his 
will. (Baroni died in 1955, and Autocrat, now 16, 
is a pensioner at Charles Leavitt’s Seven Seas 
Ranch, Chino, Calif.) 

Spooky was sold for $400 to Clyde E. Buckley. 
She was barren in 1942 and 1943 and the first of 
her 2 foals for Buckley was Little Spooky. Buckley 
won 2 races with the Jamestown filly, and retired 
her to his Hiddenaway Farm, Versailles, Ky. 

Little Spooky’s fifth foal, a filly by Apache, 
arrived at Buckley’s farm on April 23, 1953. 
Little Pache raced once for Buckley at the Fair 
Grounds in January, 1955, and was sold privately 
to D. Diaz for $5,000. Diaz later sold her to the 
Amer-Nail Stable, from which she was claimed for 
$10,000 on July 25, 1955, by the Ellis Farm of 
Boris, Jacob, and Max Litwin, Cincinnati jewelers.

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Mrs. Irving Gushen’s Bumpy Road returned to the winner’s circle after winning 
the Lafayette Stakes at Keeneland on April 24. The colt set a new track record 
for the Headley course (4 furlongs 152 feet) of :4825, cutting three-fifths from 
the former record held by 4 others. Bumpy Road, from the first crop of Andy’s 
Glory, was the second of Mrs. Gushen’s stable to win stakes at Keeneland, 
Star Rover taking the $10,000-added Ben Ali Handicap earlier in the meeting.

Travis M. Kerr bought Round Table in February. 
As a 2-year-old Round Table had won the Breed- 
er’s Futurity and the Lafayette Stakes under the 
colors of his breeder, Claiborne Farm. Raced on 
the West Coast by the Kerr Stable, he finished 
third in Sir William’s Santa Anita Derby on a 
muddy track, and on April 6 won the 1;4-mile 
Bay Meadows Derby in such fashion as to tempt 
his owner to take a flyer at the Kentucky Derby. 

Returned to Keeneland, where he had scored 
his major successes at 2, Round Table was an 
even-money favorite for the Blue Grass Stakes. 
Competing with 5 other Kentucky Derby hopefuls, 
he took the lead at the start and held a 2-length 
margin entering the backstretch. *Lucky Dip 
pressed the early pace but fell behind on the 
stretch turn. where One-Eyed King and Manteau 
almost pulled even with Reund Table. With a few 
reminders from the whip of jockey Ralph Neves, 
Round Table shook off his challengers, and be 
was hand-ridden in the last furlong. His time of 
1:47%5 cut 135 seconds off Correspondent’s track 


record, set on a slower track in the 1953 Blue 
Grass Stakes. The fractions were :24, :48, 1:11, 
1:3455. 


Round Table was shipped to Louisville for the 
Derby. Harry Guggehneim, owner of Cain Hoy 
Stable, was convinced that One-Eyed King and 
*Lucky Dip would get nothing at Louisville and 
declared them out of the Derby. 

*Knight’s Daughter was included in a group of 
9 horses flown from London to New York in 
January of 1952. Her first U. S. foal, Yarmouth, 
by *Watling Street, was born 2 months later at 
Claiborne Farm. The second, Round Table, ar- 
rived on April 6, 1954. One of her English wia- 
ners, *Love Game, is a broodmare at Claiborne 
and produced a Hasty Road colt on March 11.

Nominations to the Bowe Breeders’ Stakes were 
limited to 2-year-olds foaled in Maryland. Originally 
scheduled to be run at Bowie, the 4%4-furlong 
race was transferred to Laurel because of Bowie's 
early racing dates. 

When the entries closed on the preceding Satur- 
day, 17 2-year-olds had been named for the stakes. 
and it was scheduled in 2 divisions. After 4 
scratches on Monday morning, Maryland Racing 
Commission steward Joseph Flanagan authorized 
merging the 2 divisions into a single event. A 
field of 11 finally arrived at the post after 2 later 
seratches—Sink Not Sunk and Fair Question. The 
latter had thrown jockey Keith Stuart on the way 
to the post. 

Eastern Hobo ran with the leaders and out- 


gamed Wayward Bird in a stretch duel. A claim 
of foul by Robert J. Martin, on Wayward Bird, 
was disallowed. 

Foaled at Craftwell Farm, Shady Side, Maryland, 
Eastern Hobo won his first start, a 444-furlong race 
at Laurel on April 11. Eastern Hobo is from the 
first and only crop by Eastern Flyaway, which 
died in 1954 of forage poisoning after serving a 
few mares. Bred at Jack W. Denis’ Whiteoak Farm, 
Brentwood, Tenn., in 1947, Eastern Flyaway 
(Roman—Miss Porter) was purchased for $9,500 
by W. Taylor Leatherbury at the 1947 Keene- 
land summer sales. Winner of the Bowie Kinder- 
garten Stakes in his second start as a 2-year-old, 
Eastern Flyway was cut down badly in his third 
race and was rested from April to August. After 
a second in the Richard Johnson Stakes, he fin‘sh- 
ed unplaced in the Bowie Endurance Handicap 
won by Greek Song. His one other foal, Flyway 
Flyer, a filly out of Ti Caillou, has not yet raced.

Paris. The principal early-season iests 
in France have been somewhat more jn 
keeping with 1956 form than those in 
England. 

The April 14 program at Longchamp in- 
cluded the Prix Juigne and 2 other impor- 
tant tests for the French 3-year-olds. The 
Grand Criterium winner and Free Handi- 
cap leader Tyrone (Tornado—Statira, by 
Fantastic) led from start to finish in the 
Prix de St. James. over 7 furlongs. and won 
by 4 lengths from The Prophet (Palestine 
—Maitrise. by Atout Maitre). ranked 15 
pounds under him in the Free Handicap. 
The Prix Robert Papin winner L’Astro- 
logue (Court Martial—Aurore Boreale, by 
Brantome) was third 4 lengths away. 

Mrs. G. L. Ohrstrom’s previously un- 
raced Royaumont (Prince Bio—Montenica, 
by Djebel), sold for a record price as a 
yearling. made his debut in the 11¢-mile 
Prix de l’Arsenal. He landed a good 
attack near the post and finished in a 
dead heat with the even-money favorite 
Ambar (Arbar—Theano, by Tourbillon). 

The 1,%-mile Prix Juigne, for 3-year- 
olds which have made no previous start, 
is watched with great interest, since it has

1957 renewal drew a field of 24 colts. 
Mme. Jean Couturie’s Tricolore 
(Tornado—Flying Colours. by Massine). 
the favorite at 31 to 10. led all the way 
and won by a length from Prince Aly 
Khan’s English-bred Ommeyad (Hyperion 
—Minaret. by Umidwar). Ommeyad is in 
the Two Thousand Guineas. and both colts 
are in the Derby and St. Leger. 


Amber’s Prix Greffulhe 


The Prix Greffulhe, 1,9; miles. run April 
92. was the first produce stakes of the 
season; it is limited to the produce of 
French mares. The strong favorite was 
Little Pan (Pan—Philateliste. by Rodos- 
to). second colt in the Free Handicap. 
and second choice was Apostol (Prince 
Bio—Apostille, by Astrophel). Neither of 
these finished in the money. The winner, 
by 145 lengths, was the third-ranked colt 
in the Free Handicap. Amber (Zuccarello 
—Pantomime, by Nepenthe), which had 
made his reappearance in the Prix La- 
grange behind Lucidon. Jockey J. De- 
forge kept Amber in the lead all the way, 
progressively accelerating the pace and 
turning back Chippendale (Fast Fox—La 
Chipotte. by Porphyros). which had won 
his first race of the year. Third was Saim 
(Fontenay—Saidia. by Rodosto). winner 
of the Prix de Guiche on the opening pro- 
cram at Longchamp. 


Along with the Prix Greffulhe on the 
Easter Monday program were 2 good races 
for older horses. the 17-mile Prix de 
Lutece and the 7-furlong Prix de la Jon- 
chere. Three 5-year-olds shared the purse 
in the distance test. Francois Dupre’s 
Pelar (Arbar—Polisonne, by Jock) over- 
came the 1956 Ascot Gold Cup winner 
Macip (Marsyas—Corejada, by Pharis) 
in the last 200 yards to win by a length. 

The Prix de la Jonchere had 10 runners. 
but was construed as a match between the 
4-year-olds Verrieres (Palestine—Serre 
Chaude. by X) and Midget (Djebe—Mimi. 
by Black Devil). The Coronation Stakes 
winner Midget, in her last race in 1956. 
had beaten Tanerko in the all-age Prix de 
la Foret. and Verrierres had won the 
corresponding race in Italy, the Premio 
Chiusura. from the very good colt Antony. 
Verrieres, carrying a pound less than the 
filly. was very fit, and he won by 1% 
lengths. Rae Johnstone. when he found 
it impossible to beat the colt, was able 
to hold secoad place without driving hard. 
though Midget had the 5-year-olds Distant 
and Oferista partly lapped on her. 

Sarcelle and Taittinger Beaten 

Several of the leading English classic 
candidates were upset in races preliminary 
to the Guineas. 

In the one-mile Thirsk Classic Trial 
Stakes on April 13 Earl Marshal (Court 
Martial—Ferry Pool, by Hyperion) and 


Brioche (Tantieme—Eudemis, by Victrix), 
ranked 11th and 18th in the Free Handi- 
cap. could finish only second and third to 
Phil Bull’s unbeaten filly Orycida 
(Alycidon—Orienne, by Sol Oriens), win- 
ner of 4 races at 2 and rated 21 pounds 
below Sarcelle in the Free Handicap. 


The Two Thousand Guineas Trial 
Stakes at Kempton Park April 20 brought . 
together Gaza Time. Fulfer. and Doutelle. 
respectively 5th, 14th, and 19th in the 
Free Handicap. Fulfer was last, and Gaza 
Time failed to stay the 7-furlong distance. 
The Queen’s Doutelle (Prince Chevalier 
—Above Board, by Straight Deal) was a 
bit lucky to win, since the Irish-trained 
Super Snipe (Supreme Court—Avocet. by 
The Phoenix), which finished second. had 
swerved in the last furlong while making 
his challenge. 

One cf the best fillies. Taittinger. was 
a poor third in the Rosebery Stakes at 
Stockton, won by a gelding. The top- 
ranked Sarcelle made an unsatisfactory 
reappearance in the 7-furlong One Thou- 
sand Guineas Trial Stakes at Kempton 
April 22. After running with the leaders 
she came under pressure in the last 300 
yards and could finish only fifth. Even 
Star (Abernant—Safari Moon, by Big 
Game). a filly with no classic engage- 
ments, won by 6 lengths from the top 
Irish filly. Refined (Abadan—Dolly’s

for himself. but a good foreman can take 
some of the load.” 

Pausing briefly in his work. Miller lean- 
ed against a stall door and offered a few 
comments on help. “There are a lot of 
problems in racing—stalls, taxes, higher 
expenses every year—but I think the help 
situation is the most critical. and_ it’s 
getting worse every year. And more money 
is not the answer. Exercise boys get 
$350 a month. grooms get $275 or more at 
the race track. There are plenty of men 
working who make less money than that. 
The trouble is that you don’t get enough 
men who want to learn something about 
the business. Most of them will make the 
same mistakes and forget the same things 
every day. When you come out to the 
track in the morning you just hope that 
everybody will be there. They don’t worry 
about getting drunk and taking a few 
days off. because there is always some 
other stable that is short-handed and will 
give them a job.” 

Living on Theory 

Miller’s income. and that of most other 
public trainers, is from a daily fee. plus 
extra expenses, and 10 per cent commis- 
sions on money earned by horses in his 
stable. The theory of a public stable is 
that the monthly bills will give the trainer 
a salary; the 10 per cent commissions will 
be a clear profit. It does not alwavs work 
out this way. 

Last year Miller's operating expenses 
were $86.075.05. His income from monthly

The operating expenses for Mack 
Miller’s public stable in 1956 were $86.- 
075.05. The table below shows where 
the money went. Almost all of the 
gifts were in the form of bonuses for 
grooms and exercise boys after winning 
races. About 90 per cent of the total 
under miscellaneous was made up of 
telephone bills and travel expenses. 
Almost all of the money spent for vans 
and stall rents is alloted to the former 
category; stall rent is paid only in 
winter quarters.

bills was $81.666.96. His expenses did 
not include any payment for himself or 
his wife Martha. who handles all book- 
keeping and correspondence. A contract 
trainer for a stable of a similar size would 
receive a salary of at least $10,000 a year, 
and the bookkeeping and correspondence 
would be handled by a stable agent. 

The bills sent out by Miller include a 
daily charge ($10 a day in winter quarters 
and $12.50 a day during the racing sea- 
son). all veterinary and blacksmith work, 
stakes to grooms and exercise boys after 
winning races. jockey mounts, stakes 
entries. licenses, telephone and travel ex- 
pense incurred for any particular horse, 
van bills. and stall rent. Last year Mack 
had 43 horses at one time or another, 
Eighteen of those were with him only in 
winter quarters: of the other 25, some 
came late and others left early. The racing 
stable never exceeded 22 horses and _ the 
average was about 18. 

Miller must live on his commissions. a 
risky practice. There are public trainers 
who make money on the daily fee by cut- 
ting labor costs. Mack has one groom for 
each 3 horses. one exercise boy for each 4 
horses. a foreman. and a night watchman. 
“T think it pays in the long run, if you 
have stakes horses or you are trying to 
develop stakes horses.” he said. 

“I Should Win a Few” 

One of the reasons a trainer does not like 
to live entirely on commissions is that he 
usually has high fixed expenses. In addi- 
tion to last year’s actual stable expenses of 
$86.075. Miller spent more than $5,000 for 
living expenses in New York; during the 
same months he still had to maintain his 
residence in Versailles. The New York 
expenses were tax-deductible, but that 
wouldn't have helped much if the stable 
hadn’t earned its slice of purse money. 
This year he will have the added expense 
of hiring bookkeeping help in New York. 
Martha. who had done this work for 
several years. is expecting a baby late in 
May and will not join Mack before July. 

Asked about betting as a source of 
revenue. Miller laughed. “The bettors are 
the ones with ulcers and heart trouble. 
There are some trainers who try to make 
it betting, but it’s a dog’s life. It’s when 
you are worrying about that bet tomorrow 
or the one you lost today that you get 3 
hours sleep. Back in 1952 I had 2 winners 
within 10 days that paid $116 each. I 
didn’t have a dime on either one. There 
are enough chances in this business with- 
out betting.” 

Miller can discuss expenses and labor 
problems without excitement or profanity; 
he is cheerful and unfailingly pleasant. 

“T should win a few stakes this year— 
if I don’t have any bad luck.” he said as 
he hustled to the other end of the barn, 
where a boy was having trouble installing 
a screen. Dan M. Bowman III

We bred 
and raised the colts with the intention of 
taking them to the track this year. For 
the years of 1955 and 1956 we have been 
deducting them from our income tax. 
Recently the Internal Revenue Bureau has 
ruled that this was a hobby rather than 
a business due to the fact we derived our 
income from another source other than 
racing. and to the fact that we showed no 
gain in the 2 years. All breeders are 
aware that a gain cannot be shown until a 
colt reaches the track. unless he is sold. 
We have filed a protest and must amass 
information and data on cases similar to 
our own. If this ruling stands. the small 
man with limited funds and facilities will 
be excluded from racing.
